Research Professor of Anatomy in 
the Medical School, recently 
wished to obtain a new supply of 
this crude form to further investi- 
gate its possibility as a weapon to 
fight cancer. He contacted several 
drug manufacturers In an effort to 
obtain such a form. 

The Schenley Laboratories, Ine., 
of Lawrenceburg, Indiana, volun- 
teered to manufacture a supply ot 
the early type for Dr. Comman, 
even though It has no present 
commercial value. Dr. Comman 
believes the possibility exists fihat 
this penicillin , substance may 
eventually prove useful in treating 
human cancer.

• TO THE ELECTORATE: 

On Wednesday and Thursday, 
you will be able to exercise your 
right and aid in removing sterility 
whicli characterized past elec- 
tions. Your vote is your voice. But 
your voice strikes a dull note 
unless you know why you are 
voting. This column is an attempt 
to offer you some of the back- 
grounds of the candidates who 
will represent you. 

Taking first things first, the 
presidency is of prime importance. 
Two men, Tom Brown, Phi Sigma 
Kappa, and John Buckingham, 
SAE, have filed for the position 
and are in the process of a high 
pressure campaign. 

Brown, from all appearances, is 
soft spoken and competent.
